Cause 0( Gastric Ulcer 


Harvard University Professor An¬ 
nounces New Theory 

Climaxing seventeen years of re¬ 
search work. Dr. Harvey Cushing, of 
Harvard University, foremost author¬ 
ity on the surgery of the central ner¬ 
vous system, has announced his theory 
regarding the cause of gastric ulcer, 
a problem that has baffled the medi¬ 
cal world since 1784. 

The ulcer is caused by disturb¬ 
ances in the diencephalon, that part 
of the brain which is the seat of the 
primitive emotions, and which gov¬ 
erns most of the automatic actions of 
the body, he stated.
